GUILH OF CONTEMPT 


W ashington — Federal ju d g e 
I . A lan Goldsborough at 
I 1.10 a. m. today form ally found John L. Lewis and the U M W 
guilty of contempt of court. 
Mc then asked for the views of the defense and Governm ent 
attorneys regarding what punishment shou'd be administered. 
For th»:« reason. Goldsborough said he would adjourn court 
until IO a . rn., F S T , tom orrow. 
In the meantime, at the request of G overnm ent Attorney 
Sonnet!. I ewis was placed in the custody of defense counsel. 
Sonnet! made his suggestion in reply 
to Goldsborough’s 
question of’ whether I ewis should be held under bond pending 
tom orrow ’* session.

Lewis rose to his fert after his counsel, Joseph A . Padway, 
inquired if the Court intended to find Lewis guilty of contem pt, 
and Goldsborough replied: " T h a t’* right ” 
Goldsborough accepted the G overnm ent's "findings of fact 
and conclusions of law " in the case and asserted: 
" I he findings of fact are arrived at from the evidence and 
from the evidence the conclusions of law are inevitable." 
Padway then observed the next thing for the Court to do 
was to pass sentence.’’

It was at this point that Lewis began his statement to the 
Court. 
Lewis read from a prepared statement in which he m ain­ 
tained again that the Clayton Act and the Norris-I aG uardia Act 
specifically exempted labor unions from injunctions and court 
orders.

Stales shall have the jurisdiction to issue any restraining order 
or tem porary or permanent injunction in a case involving

W orkers I he present case is ii labor dispute and "nothing else 
but a labor dispute." 


A proposal which is gaining support is that a new 
form of courts be set up to hear labor-managrment dis­ 
putes, arbitrate them in compulsory fashion, and punish 
those who violate the terms of the court decisions. 
Since it is very likely that such a plan will be laid be­ 
fore the next Congress, it is decidedly worth while to study 
the suggestion. 
I o begin with, it is a hopeful sign to find people turti-

ernment.

f urthermore, the mere fact that the suggestion has 
received favorable reaction shows a recognition of the 
need for an impartial attitude on the part of government 
in such disputes. 
One of the great distinctions between Republican and 
New Deal approaches to labor problems lies in this field. 
I he Republican party's view is that government should 
be the impartial friend and umpire between management 
and labor. The New Deal slant has been that it was the 
(partisan friend of labor and the prejudiced enemy of 
“capital” . 
But, however gratifying it may br* to find a more 
sound and rational point of view towards labor problems 
taking hold in this country, there are very grave objections 
to the proposed “specialist” labor courts. 
* 
The most obvious, of course, lies in the question of 
how such a court would go about making the members of 
a labor union carry out its rulings. 
Despite the defects in the present laws, the real 
trouble in this nation during the Truman Administration 
has risen, not out of the laws themselves, but from non 
enforcement of the laws.
